The Magnificence of Confirmation Day 
at the Cathedral—The Sermons 
and Mnsic of the 
Occasion. 


A Fatal Explosion. 


Pittbubg, May 2.—The main steam 
pipe on the tow boat J . S. Fisher, ex- 
ploded a few minntes before 4 o'clock 
this morning with terrific force, iustantlj 
killing Fireman Ed Durban, and fatally 
injnring two more men. 


The first communion services at the 
Cathedral yesterday were of an impres- 
sive and joyous character. One bun- 
dled and twenty-four children abont the 
age of thirteen years were admitted to 
the solemn 
rite. Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Dwenger pontificated, and Very Rev. 
J . H. Brammer preached. 


The choir sang Von Webber's mass, 
and it was certainly executed with rare 
tact. Whilst Von Webber's composition 
' is difficult of execution, yet it has not 
I the sweet and pleading power of prayer 
j and sacred song, whether of voice or 
I organ, that the awfully solenm mass, for 
instance, of Gounod pOflSOCUSOS* Never- 
theless it was exceedingly well carried 
out by all the voioes. 


The Veni Creator was a beautiful 
composition sung by four voices without 


organ aocompanimeRt A new voice, 
basso, made his debnt in this piece yes- 
terday. 
Some very delicate parts were 
exeeated with a refined musical nicety. 


The offertory, Cherubim's 
Regina 
Caeli, was of a rather sublime character. 
The strong chorus and full organ were 
well handled. 


The Agnus Dei, one of the prettiest 
of this Von Webber's mass, was charm- 
ingly sung. 


During the communion services, the 
organ recital of the "Nun's Prayer" was 
not only quite in keeping with the sol- 
emnity of the moment, but it impressed 
one as though a choir of angels hovered 
about the scene, and in their sweetest 
melodies of seraphic joy, sang out in a 
subdued, almost heavenly song, such 
sweet chords as only the voices from 
Heaven could offer. 


In the afternoon Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Dwenger preached a strongly argumen- 
tative sermon on the "Divinely Estab- 
lished Church of the New Testament." 
After the sermon the bishop received 
from 
the children 
the renewal of 
their 
baptismal 
vows, 
after which 
he administered the sacrament of con- 
firmation to the 124 children and to 
about twenty adults. 
During confirma- 
tion the choir 
sang Flotow's 
Veni 
Sancte, which was not only appropriate 
to the occasion, but rendered with such 
excellent taste and thorough understand- 
ing of the piece by both voice and organ 
as to carry the hearers to realms of a 
blissful abode, beyond even the fairest 
shores of earth. 


All in all it is truthfully said that the 
Cathedral choir yesterday carried out 
not only its best arranged program but 
carried it out with such excellent skill 
that is greatly to their credit as a body, 
as a well trained and thoroughly or- 
ganized church choir. 


The services ended with solemn bene- 
diction during which Tautum Ergo was 
given with the same eclat and solemnity 
as attended the rendering of the other 
parts of the servicea.

How I.arse Families »re Supported by 
the Use of the Washboard. 


Take an East Broadway car, fetch a 
compass unto the classic regions of Cherry- 
street and there may be penetrated the 
very heart of washwomandom, 
where 
tenement is bound to tenement by closely 
interwoven lines of fluttering wet linen 
and the atmosphere is as ledolent of 
warm soapsuds as the pages of "L'As- 
sommoir.'' 
There all ranks and classes 
of laundresses live, and the stories of 
their Kves bear out the claim that there 
is rarely reason any hard working, self 
respecting woman should live in squalor. 
That is what one laundress said who had 
seven little children to support and had 
been in bed for two months with gastric 
fever. 


"When I'm on my feet," she declared, 
**the children want for nothing and I 
asks favors from nobody. 
It's lieen 
pretty hard with me here on my back for 
two months now, taken down Thanksgiv- 
ing day and never up since, but my sis- 
ters is good and helps m e and my biggest 
girl does all the washing she can and 
makes a few dollars. 
There's no reason 
in the ^^'Ol•kl ^vhy a hard working woman 
shouldn't live quite decent and respecta- 
ble on washing—I always did and mean 
to agin when I ' m well. 
There's the 
children, aU like steps, and 'he' and my- 
self. He has been out of work for nearly 
a year and has just tWs week got a 
watclimaii's place, but when there's a big 
family like this the woman's got to help. 
How many children is there in all?" she 
said, turning to the eldest daughter, who 
leaned on the foot of the bed and wiped 
her wet, red arms on her apron. 


The pale, fagged girl went into an ab- 
struse calculation on her fingers, reckon- 
ing up an endless number of Tommies 
and Susies and Marys, winding up with 
the baby, which made seven. 


"Yes, sir; seven, and me and him's 
nine, and we lived quite respectable all 
the year on $10 the week. 
How did we 
do it? 
Well, I never counted the money, 
but spent it as it came and it always came 
out even in the end. 
For one thing, we 
only j)a3's $6 a month for this flat, be- 
cause I'm the caretaker of the house and 
that counts for the rent. 
Then the chil- 
dren got a big slice of bread and butter 
and a cuj> of coffee for their breakfast, 
meat and sonie potatoes or cabbage for 
their dinner and bread and tea again for 
Bupixn-. 
They live quite hearty on that 
and go to scliool regular. 
Me and the 
girl and my liusband have a bit of bacon 
at night. 
The coal is the tiling that costs 
most; it takes a lot of it to heat the irons 
and often, in bad weather, all the clothes 
has to lie dried in the house. 
But there's 
one thing- certain, any woman that does 
honest work can live quite nice and com- 
fortable on washini? if she don't drink; 
tha:t's the trouble with most of them." 


The sister of t h e sick woman lived n o t 
far awaj^ and was one of the aristocrats 
of the profession. 
Slie had four rooms 
and hved tliere with a young daughter in 
much comfort. 
Tliey had a parlor -with 
a set of walnut furniture, cavjxit and fresh 
white curtains, with a motto of "God 
Bless Our Home" over the mantelpiece. 
One neat, blight room was kei:>t entirely 
for a kiundry and no cooking or sleeping 
was done there, as she only took in the 
very flnest washing, the owners of wliich 
were particular that their clothes should 
have no odors. 
She took in washing from 
the big. fashionable flats tip town, the 
clothos iK'ing marvels of dainty luxury, 
many of silk and all covered with lace 
and embroidery. 


" I average al)Out $lo or $10 a week," 
she said, "and I ask 
or $:> a dozen for 
every stitch I take in, for tho3'are all fine 
and covered with trimming and takes 
extra work. 
Besides, you've got to be 
regidar trained to know how to do aU 
this fine stuff, and 'tisn't every one as 
could 
do them at all. Me and my 
daughter 
livo.s quite comfortable and 
never wants for anything. We've always 
as mucli wf>rk as we can do and the I:idies 
pay well and promptly. 
She can wash 
as well as I can and no one ever finds 
bhie, Ktrenk.s in my clothes and I am care- 
ful not to tear tlie lace or lot anything 
get mil'lewed. and I don't ask any better 
way of earning my li-ving." 


The third waslierwoman visited was of 
colored ]«^i siuusion anfl lived quite alone. 
" ITusbandV" she exclaimed. 
"No, I 
ain't ^ot DO Juishand. 
I done tried thi-ee 
and then Í quit; it's an much as I can do 
to take cnro of myself, let 'lone suppo'tin' 
some lazy ni^gt'r that aint no 'count 
'cepn to carry home the clothes; I kin 
hire a boj' to do it cheaper. 
I aint never 
had no trouble lakin' care myself washin'; 
no, indiM'd; I've got money in the savin's 
bank and I makes m y good $ 10 a week 
regular. 
You see all them po' white 
folks on your way up stabs? 
Well, they 
takes in washin too, btit they aint got no 
comfort about 'em and they's alwaj^s in 
debt to the f^roceryman round the corner. 
It's drinkin' and laziness wliat's the 
matter ^vitll tliem. 
Monday 13 o'clock I 
got a gowl jiart of my clothes hangin' out 
to dry, and every day up to Friday I 
washes in the momin' and irons in the 
afternoon, liut them women, they don't 
do a single blessed thing all day Monday. 
It's latf) in the afternoon 'fore they gets 
the soiIe<l (.-lothes here, and then it's 
'Mrs. Flannigan, dear, come in an' have 
a glass of l)eer, do;' and then she and 
Mrs. Flannigan sits down and talks all 
the time they're di'inkin' it, and Mrs. 
Flanniijan stands treat next day, and so 
it goes all the week, so you needn't 
wonder to see them poor and dirty and 
their room so nasty I woukln't sit down 
in it." —Brooklyn Eagle. 


The Norwegian Cuspirtor. 


I took the opportunity to praise the 
Norwegian spitkin, which is a most in- 
genious device, and not onl}- ingenious, 
but wholesome and cleanly. It is an open 
brass ])an, some four inches in depth,^ 
filled with broken twigs of green junii^er. 


These are put in fresh every day, an 
invention, no doubt, of poverty in the 
first place, for the Norwegian has been 
hard pressed for centuries, and has learned 
to set his fragrant juu¡i)er and fir boughs 
to all manner of uses unknown in other 
coimtries; for instance, spreading them 
down for outside door mats in coimtry 
houses—another pretty and cleanly cus- 
tom.—Lady Tourist in Norway.

The Manufacture 
of 
the 
Aristocratic 
Paper Pulp Doll. 


The doll fraternity may be divided into 
several races, differing in development 
and in artistic execution. 
There is the 
old fashioned wooden doll,'whose shrunk- 
en shanks are sometimes covered -with (?) 
shredly garments. 
Tliis is the poor gul's 
doll. 
Then there is another wooden doU, 
but more polished, 
whose hmbs and 
trunk are padded and covered with wliite 
leather. 
Sometimes this species has a 
porcelain head on it. There is also a 
dummy 
doll, 
made of India 
rubber, 
whose sole virtue is that it is unbreak- 
able. 


Then comes the aristocratic doll, which 
is made out of nothing else but paper, 
with a i^orcelain liead, but it is quite a 
superior creature. 
This is the doll which 
is made in Paris to-day. 
Hundreds of 
thousands of them are exported every 
year, and sell at anything from 50 cents 
up to $400. 
It is not manj'- years since 
this new race first appeared, but it has 
already driven its predecessors out of the 
market in Paris. Here is how it is made. 


The paper pulp is first worked into a 
fine mortar. 
Then the dolLs are molded 
bit by bit. One workman wiU mold noth- 
ing but arms, another the feet, and so on. 
When the trunks and limbs are shaped 
and dried they are painted. 
They get 
five coats of whitish i^aint, and are then 
varnished. 
After this elastic bands are 
inserted in the arms and legs to keep them 
together. The joints are made workable, 
and into whatever position you may put 
an arm or leg it will stick there. 


The head is more diflBcult to make than 
the body. It is as already observed, made 
out of porcelain. 
After being molded 
the heads are put into an oven and are 
burned for twenty-seven hours. Then they 
are rublx-d with pumice stone and pol- 
ished. 
Tlion they are painted, and the 
I)aintin,!:ç and coloring of a doll's head is 
a ti(;kiish 
business, requiring, as the 
French say, the titmost delicatesse. The 
doll's oycH are made on the same i)rinciple 
as artificial human eyes. Its hair is wool 
from wild f::f>ats in the moimtains of 
Thibet. 
Tf) turn out one of these dolls 
tliirty different ])(>rsons are required. 


In oriler to find out who buys these 
big dolls. wJiifli are too big for el ill dren 
and too exj)ensive for ordinary people, I 
called on M. Jwmean, the inventor or 
father of tiie doll I have <loscribe<l, who 
employs oOO w<^>rkmen and women in his 
facti)ry, and a, number of outsiders be- 
sides. 
Aftfi- giving me some 
general 
particulars about the doll industry he re- 
marked : 


"The very largest dolls, about three 
and a half feet in height, and costing 70 
francs (>?1")) without clothes, are gener- 
ally bouííiit by shopkeejKîrs to put in 
their win<lows and serve,to show off boys' 
and girls' dresses. 
Tlien young ladies of 
18 and 20 buy dolls to keep in jiractice 
dressmaking with them. 
They are also 
used for ornaments in houses, 1)ecause a 
well and artistically 
made doll is a 
thing of Ix^auty. 
Which are the i^reatest 
doll buying (;ountrie.s? Well, after France, 
Russia or the United States go in most 
for dolls de luxe. 
W e also send a great 
many to Spain, but very few to England. 
The English do not sjxind much money 
on dolls."—Paris Cor. St. Louis Repub- 
lican.

PLACE OF T H E SKULL. 


A Trarelcr's Visit to New Guinea's Gol* 


Srotha—A Hideous Heathen Temple. 
The temple, for a native building, -was 
really good. 
In front was the large plat- 
form, and immediately under the great 
high peak in front was a large veranda, 
on which the men sat, sheltered from the 
sun and rain. 
Rising from the veranda 
were three large jwsts. suppoi-ting the 
peak, alx>ut eighty feet high. 
Standing 
just inside these posts he looked down an 
aisle nearly 200 feet in length. All 
down either side was hung with what 
seemed like splendid silk curtains, and 
these were made from the yoimg frond 
of the sago palm spUt up when quite 
neir. 


The 
flooring on the aisle, two feet 
broad, appeared to be a dark stained, 
highly polished wood and carved with 
figures 
of men, crocodiles and casso- 
waries; this was made from the skin of 
the sago palm, and received its high 
polish from the blood of victims dragged 
along to the end where the most sacred 
place was, and the constant tread of 
numerous feet. 
Inside the whole place 
was divided into compartments, in each 
of which were fires, where the owners 
spent much time in eating and sleeping. 


In a large open space near the sacred 
place were pins to hang skulls on. 
These 
during 
their visit were down 
being 
cleaned and dressed; and having a com- 
partment close by, he had a good oppor- 
tunity of seeing them—in fact, some 
being too new, he found a difficulty 
getting throu<2;h his light dinner. The 
skulls were all cai'ved, and done over 
with many colors. 
A feast woidd soon 
b<i on, anil the heaps of skulls would dis- 
apiiear, 
because all would 
find 
their 
places on the skullery pins. 
The head 
gear once belonged to inland 
natives, 
who were killed, brought into the dubu, 
presented to the gods, then cooked and 
eaten. 


The leniith of the temple was nearly 
200 feet. The floor was quite level, but 
the roof ta})ered from tlie high peak tm- 
til at the farther end it was not more than 
nine feet high. 
At that end there was 
an inclosurc which no native went near, 
and he was anxious to know what was 
inside. 
He was told not to go near, as it 
was very sacred and death would be the 
fate of any who attempted to enter, ex- 
cept those whose duty it was. His in- 
terpreter and his friend would not come 
near and he iK'gged the cliief to allow him 
to enttn'. 
lie kept some distance off and 
begged him to remain outside. 


His interpreter, seeing his great desire 
to enter. tt)ld them he (Mr. Chalmers) 
was a queer fellow, went everywhere, 
saw everything and no harm came to 
him, and perhaps it would be so now. 
Ho was allowed on that to enter, but no 
one would accompany him. When his 
eyes became aocustomcd to the «larkness 
he saw six wic ker made gods with moutiu» 
like frogs, euormovisly large and open, 
the body of a dugong, measuring about 
9 feet in length and 7 feet high. 
Alto 
gether they were liideous looking things. 


He put iiis hand into the mouth of one, 
and was somewhat startled when out 
flew dozens of small bats, which dis- 
turbed those in the other images, and 
soon the whole place was fuU. 
Outside 
they were in great consternation and 
begged him to retreat, as he would cer- 
tainly die. He told them he was all 
right, and when ho had seen a little more 
he should retui-ii to them. 


The follo\\-ing mominghe again entered 
with one of tlie sorcerers whose duty it 
was to attend therein. 
His interpreter 
was just outside, coming neai'er than the 
day b(4ore. and the old man who accom- 
panied him told him that they, the im- 
ages, WL're very sacred and called Kaniba. 
Before going to fight they were con- 
sulted, and also in sickness, death or 
trouble. 
Bcxlies of the stags, pigs, arm- 
shells, and other valuables were presented 
to theni. 
Bodies of the slain 
were 
dragged down the long aisle and placed 
just outside, near to the partition, where 
they were left for some time, 
then 
dragged to the outside and disposed of. 
The idols were greatly feared and no one 
even spoke disrespectfully of them—Ex- 
plorer in Ix)ndon Times.

" P u t enougJi l)oiling water in a pail to 
cover your feet; in this dissolve all the 
powdered alum possible; as soon as you 
you can i)ear it, place your feet in the 
water anrl soak them for two hours, 
adding liot water and altma as the water 
in the j)ail cools, keeping it iis hot as it 
can l)e Ixu ne. " 
I tried this one evening, 
and tliC next morning drew on my boots 
(sometliing I had not done for weeks), 
though my feet were a little sore; by noon 
tliis soreness was all gone, and I had no 
more trouble that season. 
I have frozen 
my feet siiveral times since, but as soon 
as they became painful, I tried the hot 
water and alum bath, and it has never 
failed to effect a cure.—Cor. American 
Agriculturist.

THE New York Times very justly re- 
marks that "nobody has thus far been 
engaged in enforcing the Inter-State 
law except the railroad 
companies 
themselves, and that what is called 
'the working of the law' may be merely 
the working of the railroads 
without 
any warrant from the law whatever.'* 
TJnqestionably this is true in respect to 
the exorbitant increase of long-haul 
charges. 
The law requires 
such 
charges to be "reasonable and just" in 
themselves, and yet under pretense of 
bringing them into proportion with 
other rates they have been advanced 
above the standard which the roads 
themselves have heretofore published 
as just and fair. 
Such results do not 
show "the working of the law," but the 
manner in which it is being 
"worked," 
abused, and tortured. 
So, too, in re- 
spect to the refusal to make through 
rates, as is the case at Indianapolis. 
"That depends entirely on the railroads 
and not on the la^^^ which does not put 
the slightest obstacle in the way of 
maintaining through rateti." In fact, it 
expressly requires them to be main- 
tained. 
Again, where long lines claim 
thej cannot make rates to compete with 
shorter lines, "it must ])o due to the 
action of the roads in ignoring not only 
tho intent but the plain letter of the 
law." In brief, the working of the 
railroads under their tricky, abusive 
interpretion of the law is one thing and 
the future administration of the new 
system by the courts and the Commis- 
eion quite another.

Rotliii-A IIl.IouiiN Heaflicn Tomplo. 
The U'liiple, for a native building, was 


really good. 
In front was tbo largo plat- 


form, and • immediately under tho great 
high peak in front was a large veranda, 
on which the men sat, sheik-red from tho 
sun and rain. 
Kising from (ho verandii 


were threo largo posts, supporting tbo 
peak. alxMit eighty fc-et high. Standing 
just insiiin I best* posts be looked down an 
aisle ni-arty 
:>f)0 feet in length. 
Al! 


down either side was hung with what 
seemed like splendid Bilk curtains, and 
these were made from the young frond 
of tho sjiyo palm split up when quito 
ne-77. 


The flooring on tbo aislo, two feet 


broad. ap|>oared to I»c a dark plained, 
highly [tolijhed wood and carved with 
fijjures of men, crocodiles and ca.=Eo- 
warifs; this was niadu from tlie skin of 
Iho sago palm, and received its' high 
polish from the blood of victims dragged' 
along lo the end wbere, tho most sacred 
place was, and tlie constant tread of 
nuiiiLTons feet. Insido the whole plaeo 
was divided into compartments, in each 
of which were fires, where the owners 
spent miti-h time in eating and sleeping. 


Inalaijj- open space near the sicred, 


placu were |>ins to hang skulls on. These 
during 
their visit wero down Iteing 


cleaned and dressed; and having a com- 
partment do5e hy, ho bad a good opitor- 
fnnily of seeing them—in fact, somo 


getting through life light dinner. The 
skulls wero all carved, nnd dono over 
with many colors. A frast would soon 
be on, and the heaps of skulls would dis- 
apjH/ar, Ix^ausu all would find (hear 
places on tho skiillory pins. Tho head 
gear once Mongcd to inland natives, 
who were killed, brought into tho dnbo, 
prcsentcil to the gods, then cooked anil 
eaten. 


Tbo length of tho tcmplo was nearly 


SCO feet. Tho floor was quite level, but 
tlm roof fajvml from lhnlii»h peak un- 
til at the farther end it was not moro than 
nino feet high. At that end tbero was 
an inclo-iure which no native went near, 
and he was anxious to know what was 
inside. I le was told not to go near, aq it 
was very sacred and death would be the 
fate of any who attempted to enter, o.t- 
ccpt those whose duty it was. Hia In- 
terpreter and bis friend would notcomo 
ncnr ami be Ix-gged tbo chief to allow him 
k> enter. He kept somo distance oft and 
hogget! him to remain outside. 


Hi3 interpreter, seeing hie great desire 


to enter, told them ho (Mr. Chohne.re) 
was a mieer fellow, went everywhere, 
saw everything and no harm came to 
him. and jiorhaps it would bo BO now. 
Ho was allowed on that to enter, but no 


would acromp.iny him. When his 
i became auun^louied to the darkncsa 


ho saw six wicker made gods with mouths 
liko frogs, enormously largo nnd open, 
tbo Ixxly of a dugong, measuring about 
9foet in length nnd 7 feet high. Alto 
get her thi'V writ) liideous looking tilings. 


Hw put iiiu hand into tho mouth of one, 


and was somewhat startled when out 
Hew ilo/ens of small bats, which dis- 
turlxtl fhi)se in tbn other images, and 
BOOH the- « hulu plnco was full.

begged him to retreat, as ho would cer- 
tainly die. Ho told them ho was all 
right, nml when bo had Keen a little more 
he should idtmi to them.
